THE BECKER DECISION 


THE'decision of the New York Court 


of Appeals reversing the conviction of for- 
mer Police Lieutenant Charles Becker for 
the killing of Herman Rosenthal will in- 
spire general regret. If ever the published 
evidence in a criminal case pointed uner- 
ringly to guilt it did in the case of Becker. 
The 
affair 
aroused 
endless discussion 


throughout the countn, and nowhere, ex- 
cept by Becker's attorneys, was there the 
slightest expression of belief in his inno- 
cence. 
Everything justified the conclusion 


that he deliberately planned the murder anf 
hired the gunmen w ho actually committed 
it 
His trial, which last two weeks, was 


held before Justice John A. Goff. a jurist 
with a splendid reputation for strict integ- 
rity, knowledge of the la* and devotion to 
its highest ideals. Becker's conviction and 
sentence to 'death were cvfc*T}Vlieic 
TC» 


garded as a triumph of justice. 


That was sixteen months ago. 
Since 


then Becker has been in prison pending an 
appeal. And now the highest court in the 
state has annulled the decision and granted 
him a second trial under a ruling which, the 
District Attorney sa>s, would make another 
Conviction almost impossible. This means. 
•f course, that in all probability he will 
soon go free, and the }ear and a half al- 
ready spent in prison will be the sum to+al 
of his penalty.
